I have not had much success on 80M lately, but a few are sometimes there 
on the TV rockko ORG 3579R545.

I don't have a high voltage 6T9 equivalent, but maybe something "better"; 


The 6T9 was primarily used in audio frequency circuits with the triode as a 
voltage amp and the pentode as a power amp. For RF a 6KY8A may be a better 
choice. It was used in combined vertical/horizontal deflection circuits 
and is a Hi mu Triode/Beam Power-Pentode. The max plate voltage on the 
Triode was 250 and the Beam Power unit was rated at 135, but there isn't 
any reason why you couldn't run 120 Volts on both. The beam power side is 
good for 12 watts.
